We tried 
to g o t off at this place,' but the con­ 
ductor would not l e i us off, and kept 
us on the car until we reached the 
address on our sil]) of paper, Cabulla, 
tho most liuportnnt orange district in 
Urazll—about thirty minutes' ride on 
the car from Bahla. 


Wo found that the navol orange Is 
grown 
almost 
exclusively in the Ba­ 
hla 
district. 
We found 
that these 
troes j)roduce two crops each 
year, 
Kummer and wlnted—one ripening in 
the fall—mostly In the month of Dc- 
couiber—and one in tho 
summer— 
moHtly In .lune. 
It should be remem­ 
bered that 
the 
seasons 
lu Brazil 
south of the equator are reversed. 


Fimllng the summer, or December, 
crop would not be ready for careful 
study until the latter part of Novem­ 
ber, we decided to continue our voy- 
;ago to Rio de .Janeiro, two days by 
steamer >or.> Bahla, and 
study 
the 
citrus an.l ctiier plants 
in 
that vi­ 
cinity. 
Fortunately we became 
ac- 
(luainted on the 
Vandyck 
with 
A. 
G. Fontes, one ot tho leading Brazilian 
citizens of Rio. Mr. Fontea owns a 
beautiful 
country 
estate 
about fif­ 
teen miles from the city, on which we 
found a collection of most of tho na­ 
tive food plants of Brazil as well as 
many ot the imported varieties. 
Mr. 
Fontes 
Introduced us 
to neighbors 
who owned magnificent farms where 
wo found Ideal conditions for study­ 
ing 
tho 
valuable 
Brazilian "\)lants, 
citrus and others. 
The navel orange 
is not grown in this district 
com­ 
mercially. 
Two varieties, one called 
Haranja solecta, or select orange, and 
L. I'era, or pear orange, are the lead­ 
ing varieties grown in this 
section. 
We found, however, 
tliat 
in 
many 
cases the 
select 
orange 
produced 
luivcl sports. 
Tho first Instance we 
saw being a good Illustration of 
this 
condition, 
lu this case one-lialf of 
a selected tree 
bore 
typical 
navel 
fruits 
while the ottier half of 
this 
same tree bore typical select oranges 
without navels and with seeds. 
In 
many trees ot the select 
orange 
we 
found 
navel fruits and 
even small 


The select orange is very similar in 
appearance 
to 
the navel 
and we 
found good evidence to prove that the 
Bahla navel 
originated 
from 
this 
variety as a bud sport. 
The select 
orange was Introduced in Brazil 
by 
the Portuguese, 
probably 
at 
Bahla, 
sliortly after the settlement of 
this 
place in 1536. It Is said that Bahla 
Is tho oldest city In America. 
It is 
probable that tho Portuguese carried 
the select orange originally fron.. their 
possessions at Gwor, India, to Portu­ 
gal and from Portugal 
took 
It 
to 
Brazil. The navel orange is common­ 
ly called 
In 
all 
the 
sections 
of 
Brazil that wo visited Laranja selecta 
de T'mbigo, which, translated, means 
the select orange with a navel.

diction that the citrus crop of Califor­ 
nia will bring a "golden harvest" 
of 
$40,000,000 lo this state. 
In the judg­ 
ment of this paper the estimate of 
the crop is at least 5000 cars too high 
and the estimate of the returns twice 
too high. 
The estimates recently fur­ 
nished the Press indicated a crop, in 
round numbers, of 39,000 cars for the 
state—3.'<,000 cars 
of 
oranges 
and 
4000 cars of lemons. 
Those 
figures 
were very carefully prepared and in 
tlie oidnion of the writer were plenty 
high enough. 


Tlie Florida crop is holding on very 
late this year and that state has 6000 
or 7000 more carloads of oranges to 
ship. 
With 
Florida 
fruit 
abundant 
and cheap and weather conditions In 
the east unfavorable for quick sale ot 
oranges, there is no encouragement 


limbs bearing clusters of navel fruits. I to ship heavily from 
California. 
It 


looks now as it it would be March 15 
before a really good market could be 
expected for California fruit. 
By that 
time the riper navels will be dropping 
and pudlng in a way to cut down the 
amount to be shipped. 
With the pres­ 
ent low prices, moreover, the tendency 
will be to grade carefully and throw 
out fruit that under other conditions 
might be shipped with profit. 
Both 
these tacts will cut down the amount 
ot fruit shipped, and to talk ot 45,000 
cars is simply to give the eastern buy­ 
ers a chance to hammer prices still 
lower. 
On the matter of returns, no 
fruit is selling for $1000 a car, and a 
good deal Is bringing less than $400, 
or a dollar a^box. 
To talk, therefore, 
about $40,000,000 for the growers from 
the citrus crop is a piece of gross and 
Inexcusable exaggeration. 


We have a fine crop and taking the 
season as a whole ought to average 
fair prices, but it Is poor {follcy to In­ 
dulge in a lot of fairy taleis over the 
matter.

this old creek-bed and decidi'd that there never was gtung to be any 
>vatei- in it.

slreet in Covina is nothing more than a part id' this old creek-bed. 
Twenty years ago this street was nothing but si.x feet of dry sand, 
and the water ran in it during every storm of the winter.

dark when the flood had partially sub 
sided, that they were rescued. 


Two houses on the edge of the wash 
were carried away, contents and all 
and four m6n who were In them 
barely escaped. They were compelled 
to climb a sycamore tree, where they 
perched four hours until rescued.
